The  Metals  and  Minerals  Reseax-ch  Building,  first  unit  to  be 
completed  in  the  $3,100,000  campus  development  program  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  will  be  dedicated  to  the  service  of  industry  and  research  tomorrow 
(Monday,  Jan.  11). 

Constructed  and  equipped  at  a  cost  of  $250,000,  the  building 
is  virtually  a  utopia  for  investigation  of  metals  and  minerals.  It  is  located 
at  the  corner  of  3Ath  and  Federal  streets  on  the  south  side  campus  of  Illinois 
Tech. 

Built  for  the  Armour  Research  Foundation,  an  industrial  re- 
search institute  which  is  located  at  and  affiliated  vdth  Illinois  Tech,  the 
Metals  and  Minerals  Research  Building  is  the  first  completed  unit  of  seven  mod- 
em functional  buildings  planned  for  the  new  campus  of  Illinois  Tech.   The  build- 
ing will  house  war  research  projects. 

Dedication  ceremonies  v/ill  be  held  at  1:30  o'clock  tomorrow 
afternoon,  and  preceding  the  dedication  a  luncheon  will  be  held. 

A  simple  and  short  program,  in  keeping  with  war  restrictions, 
will  be  held.

FIRST  ADD  BUILDING  DEDICATION 


Members  of  the  Illinois  Tech  Board  of  Trustees  and  indus- 
trialists and  research  men  sponsoring  projects  at  the  Foundation  will  attend 
the  dedication  and  inspect  the  new  building. 

The  completion  of  the  Metals  and  Minerals  Research  Building 
marks  the  first  new  building  unit  for  Illinois  Tech  officials  and  patrons  in 
their  realization  of  "Technology  Center,"  the  name  by  which  the  new  campus  will 
be  known. 

It  also  indicates  the  progress  of  the  Armour  Research  Founda- 
tion, which  was  established  six  years  ago  "to  render  a  research  and  experimental 
engineering  service  to  industry."  Starting  with  three  men  and  three  rooms,  the 
Foundation  has  now  grown  until  it  has  a  staff  of  more  than  200,  and  the  new 
building  will  be  its  fourth. 

The  building  was  designed  by  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,  inter- 
nationally famous  architect  and  chairman  of  Illinois  Tech's  department  of  arch- 
itecture. Associate  architect  was  Hollabird  A.  Root.   The  architecture  of  the 
new  building  strikes  the  theme  that  v/ill  be  carried  out  in  "Technology  Center." 

Completion  of  the  entire  building  project  will  make  possible 
a  consolidated  campus  for  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  formed  in  194-0  when 

Armour  and  Lev/is  institutes  merged  to  give  Chicago  the  largest  engineering  col-

lege  in  the  nation.   The  campus  will  include  approximately  20  acres  between 

32nd  and  34.th  streets  and  between  State  Street  and  the  Rock  Island-New  York 
Central  railroad  right-of-way. 

A  large  portion  of  the  funds  necessary  for  the  project  have 
already  been  raised  through  gifts  from  midv;estern  business  and  industry. 

As  T/ell  as  the  Armour  Research  Foundation,  the  Institute  of 
Gas  Technology  will  also  be  located  on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus.

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To  help  meet  the  immediate  needs  for  women  trained  in  the 
arts  of  human  welfare,  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  will  innovate  a  short- 
term  program  in  "War  V^/elfare  Services,"  an  announcement  made  today  by  President 
Henry  T.  Heald  reveals. 

An  adjunct  to  the  regular  educational  program  of  the  depart- 
ment of  home  economics  at  Illinois  Tech,  the  "War  ?/elfare  Services  for  ?/omen" 
program  will  open  February  A.  The  program  differs  from  the  regular  four-year 
degree  curriculum  in  that  it  points  toward  training  personnel  which  will  be 
immediately  available. 

A  war  activity,  the  short-term  program  proposes  to  help 
full  the  needs  of  war  industry  and  the  government  as  soon  as  possible.  However, 
the  courses  may  carry  college  credit.  Women  who  train  themselves  for  v;ar  ser- 
vices now  can  at  the  same  time  preparing  a  basis  for  a  complete  college  educa- 
tion later. 

Built  on  the  "block  system,"  unique  in  Chicago  to  Illinois 
Tech,  the  program  is  so  arranged  that  at  the  completion  of  any  of  the  semesters, 
the  student  is  qualified  to  accept  a  position  in  war  welfare  service.  Each  suc- 
ceeding semester  will,  of  course,  prepare  the  student  for  a  more  advanced  job. 
Tlie  program,  as  now  planned,  v/ill  include  three  semesters.

FIRST  ADD  YfAR  WELFARE  SERVICES 

Women  will  study  full-time- — the  full  work  assignment  of 

4.0  hours  a  week in  the  program  in  order  to  cram  as  much  training  as  possible 

into  as  brief  a  time  as  possible.  Each  semester  will  be  of  the  usual  sixteen 
weeks'  duration. 

For  the  vraman  v/ho  chooses  to  go  to  war  via  her  knowledge 
of  the  preparation  and  servicing  of  food  in  industrial  plants  or  of  supervision 
of  the  welfare  and  food  of  children  in  war  nursery  schools,  the  full  three- 
semester  program  is  designed.  An  intense  shortage  of  such  personnel  makes  it 
desirable  to  train  as  many  people  in  these  fields  as  possible. 

The  v7omen  who  has  just  16  weeks  to  allot  to  training  will 
also  train  for  important  jobs.   The  completion  of  the  first  semester  will  qualify 
women  to  assist  in  community  health  or  nutrition  programs  as  "Nutrition  Aides." 
Such  women  would  be  capable  of  assisting  in  group  feeding  projects,  cooking  demon- 
strations, and  nutrition  classes,  exhibits  and  surveys. 

The  course  of  study  for  the  first  semester  will  include: 
applied  psychology,  physiology,  hygiene  and  first  aid,  home  nursing  and  sanita- 
tion, family  nutrition,  food  study  and  family  meal  planning,  effective  speech, 
and  an  introduction  to  social  science  or  an  elective  with  an  approved  objective. 

Training  personnel  to  assist  in  feeding  the  thousands  of 
persons  who  are  vital  to  American  victory  is  the  purpose  of  the  second  semester. 
Women  completing  it  will  be  qualified  to  assist  in  the  dietary  departments  of 
hospitals,  industrial  cafeterias,  or  other  large  food  service  units  as  "Sei-vice 
Aides."  They  vrould  be  able  to  prepare  food  in  large  quantities,  assist  with 
supervision  of  food  service,  and  keep  simple  records  and  accounts. 

"Service  Aides"  will  study  the  follo?dng:  large  quantity 
food  preparation  and  service,  institutional  records  and  accounts,  business  Eng- 
lish, and  special  methods  in  welfare  service  or  an  elective.

A  "Far  &igine-ering  Muctition  for  Women"  program  has  been 
designed  and  vdll  be  presented  by  Illinois  Institate  of  Technolo*^,  Chicago,  President 
Henry  T.  Heald  aimounced  this  week.  Under  the  ae?;  program,  believed  to  b©  the  first 
of  its  kind  in  the  nation,  woiaen  '~ill  be  given  an  opportunity  to  train  for  engineering 
positions  and  thus  help  laeet  the  nation's  laoct  critical  aanpov;er  shortage^ engineers. 

Highlig5:its  of  the  program  arei 

(1)  It  will  feature  full-tiiae  study. 

(2)  It  '.Till  be  a  three-semester  program. 

(3)  It  "ill  be  offered  on  a  "block  s./stejn,"  so  that  at  the  end 
of  each  unit  the  r/omen  enrolled  vdll  be  prepared  to  take  an  engineering  post,  but  l^ 
eontinuini:  her  studies  she  would  be  able  to  prepare  for  £  more  advanced  post.

Eadi  of  the  three  semesters  of  the  program  mill  be  16  weeks  in 
length,  and  e&ch  ^dll  be  a  "block"  coaplete  in  itself,  yet  lervlng  &a   a  basis  for  aore 
advanced  training.  The  first  seaei.ter  j,'ives  bi-^sic  knorledge  for  elementtry  engi- 
neering jobtj,  the  -.econd  gives  more  advanced  kno'vledge  necesEary  for  more  advanced  jobs, 
and  the  third  gives  speciiJ.izttioa. 

During  the  first  seaeater  the  viomen  v?ill  stvdj  element&ry  mathe- 
matics azad  its  a^.'plicatioa  to  engineering  i-^robleas,  teclmical  English  with  special 
attention  to  the  development  of  an  eujiiaeeriag  vocabult-ry,  elementary  physics  and  engi- 
neering drawing. 

After  completing  one  semester,  a  woman  should  be  able  to  do  acceptable 
work  in  an  enijinearini:  dep^rtaient  or  drafting  office.  This  uvi^iht  include  tracing,  Ae- 
tailintj  and  perhaps   some  simple  design.  She  sl-iould  also  be  able  to  assist  in  engi- 
neering calculations,  such  as  taisingi  quantities  froa  blueprints,  calculating  vreiglits 
and  coats,  and  preparing  bills  of  laaterials. 

Second  semester  studies  -^111  include  elenentixy  mechanics,  materi&ls 
testing  laboratorj',  oheaistry  vfith  a  brief  introduction  to  laettailurgy  and  principles 
of  ;,nachine  desijjn.  Some  knovvledge  "111  be  gained  of  sti.ticB,  dyna-oics,  snd  kinem&tics, 
and  their  applijation  in  the  design  of  aachiae  eleiasixts.  Aliso  the  .voiiien  '111  learn 
something  of  the  nature  of  eugineerlng  matoritJ-S  and  their  behav1.or  under  stress. 

On  completion  of  the  second  semester,  a  -«'ca&n  sho:;ld  be  able  to  do 
acceptable  work  in  elementary  machine  design'  ^'x>rk  in  the  materials  laboratory  should 
provide  a  v;orking  kno  .ledge  of  the  maciines  and  instruments  used  in  inspection  and 
testing,  and  an  understanding  of  the  techniques  eiaployed  in  their  use.  This  should  fit 
her  for  ^ork  in  oirdncoice  inspection  and  iaaterials  testing.  She  shotdd  also  be  able  to 
.  repare  acceptable  reports  on  such  vfork.

SE^JOND  ADD  '«OMEN  IN  ENGINExJUENG 

Third  semester  tvork  will  include  cost  accointing,  statistics,  tiiso 
and  Jiotion  study  and  production  ^nethods.  Hie  objective  of  these  courses  is  to 
give  the  student  a  kno/dedge  of  shop  pr&ctive,  and  the  eni?,lneering  and  economic 
principles  involved. 

After  com^  leting  this  se^aester,  a  .?oa&n  should  be  ready  for  emplojnnent 
in  shop  cost  accounting,  end  perhu,  s  in  estiiai^ting.  A  k3io  ledge  of  the  machines  and 
aethous  of  production,  tOi/:ether  <'.ith  an  unaeriitanding  of  tiae  and  motion,  should 
lead  to  eaployiaent  in  job  analysis,  cost  e9ti::i&ting  and  production  control* 

Tlie  courses  have  been  drafted  so  that  even  s  young  woaian  Jvho  has  had  no 
hi^  school  work  in  msthematics  or  the  physical  sciences,  customioy  prerequisites 
for  iidmission  in  aji  engineering  college,  will  be  able  to  enroll.  Young  women  who  are 
just  graduating  from  high  school  and  those  '.■■ho  have  hs-d  a  ye^^r  cr  more  in  a  liberal 
arts  college  v.lll  be  encouraged  to  enroll* 

Not  only  will  the  women  be  trsiining-  for  jobs  that  have  traditionally 
been  men's,  but  they  7d.ll  also  invade  a  virtual  "men  only"  area  at  Illinois  Tech, 
T!*iere  in  years  gone  by  ev--.n  one  woman  student  haa  been  a  rarity* 

Illinois  Tech,  which  is  the  largest  ©iginaerinti  college  in  the  nation, 
and  has  alree^dy  made  huge  contributions  to  -ttie  •-ar  effort,  -dll  offer  the  new  curriculum 
beginning  Feb,  S,  19-43,  at  the  begiiaain.i  of  the  second  semester.

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Women  rrho  want  an  active  part  in  the  war  have  another  oppor- 
tunity to  "enlist"  in  the  army  of  production.  A  nevi  xvar  training  course  in  in- 
dustrial drafting  begins  Ivlonday  (Jan.  18)  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Teclmology. 
The  course  is  offered  exclusively  for  v.-omenj  to  prepare  them  for  specific  jobs 
in  war  industry. 

Already,  281  women  have  trained  as  draftsmen  at  Illinois  Tech. 

The  course  is  tuition-free,  v;ith  costs  being  paid  by  the  gov- 
ernment, under  the  Engineering,  Science  and  Management  War  Training  program. 
Only  cost  to  v/omen  enrolling  is  textbooks,  vmich  come  to  a  maximum  of  $15. 

Requirements  for  the  course  are  high  school  graduation,  with 
training  in  mathematics,  and  experience  in  industry  or  art  school  which  indicates 
ability  to  draw. 

Average  salary  of  drafting  "alumnae"  is  $L43S  per  year.  Most 
of  them  are  employed  in  v^ar  industries,  making  tracings  or  working  drawings  of 
weapons  of  v/ar.

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PurchtLse  and  installation  of  the  first  electron  microscope 
in  the  Chicago  area  v;as  announced  today  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
through  its  president,  Dr.  Henry  T.  Heald. 

The  electron  microscope,  which  is  from  50  to  100  times 
more  powerful  than  the  strongest  optici'.l  microscope,  will  enable  Illinois  Tech 
scientists  to  explore  new  worlds  not  revealed  by  light  waves.   They  will  be  able 
to  see  molecules  in  action,  for  the  electron  "eye"  sees  far  beyond  the  range  of 
light  waves. 

Illinois  Tech's  electron  microscope  is  the  forty-first 
such  instrument  in  the  nation.   To  date  the  electron  microscope  has  been  prin- 
cipally used  by  industrial  concerns,  and  Illinois  Tech  b-scomes  one  of  about  a 
dozen  American  universities  fortunate  enough  to  possess  this  new  instrument  for 
research  work. 

-  Funds  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  the  elF-ct"-:-on 
microscope  at  Illinois  Tech  vi'ere  donated  by  an  aluirinus  v:ho  prefers  to  remain 
anonymous.  The  gift  necessary  was  approximately  svl2^000.

Vi'ork  and  operation  of  the  electron  microscope  will  be  under  the  supervision  of 
Illinois  Tech's  department  of  physics.  Dr.  James  S.  Thompson  is  head  of  this 
department. 

Dr.  Thompson  states  that  the  Illinois  Tech  physicists  v/ill 
use  the  instrument  in  severed  types  of  fundamental  research.  One  of  the  first 
studies  he  hopes  to  maice  is  that  of  cancer^  it  is  hoped  by  Dr.  Thompson  that  the 
additional  poT/er  of  the  instrument  vill  give  scientists  the  true  status  and  more 
knovf ledge  on  the  cancer  cell. 

The  electron  microstope,  v/hich  has  been  developed  since 
the  spring  of  19/+1  when  the  first  electron  microgi'aph  x'jas  sho'.'ni,  will  obtain 
m3.gnification3  up  to  100,000  diameters.  This  compa.res  v«'ith  2,000  diameters  for 
an  optical  microscope  and  3,000  dianiters  for  an  ultra  violet  ray  microscope. 

As  scientists  have  said,  "trith  the  electron  inicroscope,  we 
novf   for  the  first  time  will  be  able  to  observe  the  antics  of  molecules-"  In 
observing  smoke  particles,  one  can  note  numerous  perfect  cubes,  yet  these  cubes 
are  a  hundred  times  smaller  than  the  grains  of  the  most  velvety  face  powder. 

So  new  is  the  electron  microscope  that  the  vast  scops  of 
its  powers  is  not  all  knov^n.   It  \"ill  make  it  possible  to  etudy  di^ecoly  the 
mechanism  summoned  into  action  by  the  boay  to  fight  bacterial  and  vItos  disea.ses. 
It  might  even  surpass  in  its  consequences  the  roles  that  electrons  pla-y  in  tele- 
phone and  radio.

The  4-00  v;ill  then  be  ready  to  return  to  active  duty  in  the 
field.

The  men  have  been  studying  for  an  average  of  eight  weeks  at 
the  Illinois  Tech  code  school.  Organized  on  an  achievement  basis,  the  school 
varies  the  length  of  training  to  suit  the  progress  of  the  individual  men.  Dur- 
ing their  schooling,  the  men  have  learned  to  send  and  receive  messages  and  to 
maintain  and  repair  radio  equipment. 

Their  training  is  but  one  phase  of  Illinois  Tech's  signal 
corps  training  program,  largest  and  most  advanced  in  the  Sixth  Service  Command. 
The  4-00  are  a  part  of  the  11,000  men  a  year  which  Illinois  Tech  trains  for  the 
Signal  Corps.

More  than  half  of  the  women  in  the  newer 
drafting  classes  at  Illinois  Tech  are  being  paid.  As  the  shortage 
of  technically  skilled  worianen| increases,  Illinois  Tech  (sxpeets  to 
^  train  even  more  persons  for  compsinies  doing  war  -Rork.  Already^ 

281  women  have  finished  Illinois  Tech»s  war  cciorse  in  engineer iKig 
P'  drafting,  and  514  women  have  finished  work  in  ordnance  inspection. 

A  plan  similar  to  the  one  used  in  drafting 
is  also  available  in  industrial  chemistry  aid  metalliirgical  tech- 
niques, for  firms  who  wish  to  train  women  in  these  fields. 

Requirements  for  admission  are  the  sarse 
in  the  paid  programs  as  for  the  women  who  take  the  course  in- 
dependently. They  raust  be  high  school  graduates »  with  specialized 
training  in  certain  fields.  In  ordnance  inspection,  hi^  school 
graduation  alone  is  tile  sole  recuiremenlfj 

Women  studying  drafting,  chemistry  and 
metalltargical  techniques!  go  to  school  ten  weeks,  while  ttiose 
in  ordnance  inspection  go  nine  weeks.  An  four  groups  meet 
classes  eight  hours  a  day,  five  days  a  week. 
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Return  games  with  Concordia  College  and  the  Chicago  Teachers 
College  this  week  will  conclude  first  semester  basketball  activities  for  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology.

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As  a  service  to  men  who  expect  to  enter  the  armed  services, 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  will  establish  a  group  of  ten  pre-induction 
courses  in  its  spring  semester  evening  school  program. 

The  courses  will  be  condensed  into  eight  weeks,  instead  of 
the  usual  16  weeks,  so  that  they  will  be  more  readily  available  to  men  facing  an 
early  call.  Purpose  of  the  nevi   courses  is  to  help  men  qualify  for  special 
rating,  technical  ratings  and  commissions. 

Primca-ily  engineering  and  scientific  in  their  scope,  the 
new  courses  have  been  planned  so  as  to  make  use  of  the  training  facilities  at 
.   Illinois  Tech  in  accelerating  the  supply  of  muchly-needed  technically  trained 
personnel  for  the  armed  forces.   They  are  specific,  not  general,  courses.

Such  Y?as  the  future  of  American  youth  painted  by  Prof.  John 
I.  Yellott,  director  of  war  training  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  in  an 
address  tonight  (Wednesday,  Jan.  20)  before  300  schoolmen  of  the  Tri-County  Di- 
vision of  the  Illinois  Association  of  School  Boards.  His  address  featured  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  group,  which  was  held  at  the  Chicago  Bar  Association. 

"Victory  in  the  war  is  vital  to  the  boys  and  girls  now  in 
school.   This  technical  training  which  must  now  supplant  their  customary  form  of 
schooling  will  be  'education  for  a  full  life,'  rather  than  'education  for  death' 
as  it  has  been  in  Germany,"  he  told  the  schoolmen. 

Recently  nraned  as  Chicago's  outstanding  young  man  of  1942  for 
his  war  training  achievements,  Prof.  Yellott  stated  that  the  solution  to  the 
present  emergency  and  the  post-war  reconstruction  period  lies  in  training  every- 
one to  use  intelligently  the  material  which  our  American  techiiical  superiority 
has  made  possible. 

"Schools  must  prepare  the  boys  immediately  and  expediently 

for  the  armed  services,  and  the  girls  must  be  trained  to  do  the  work  on  the  home 

-  m  o  r  e  - 
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front,"  he  pointed  out.   "Technical  training  is  essential  and  vital.  Sveryone 
must  be  useful  in  some  specific  phase  of  the  war." 

Prof.  Yellott  asserted  that  technical  education  could  be  achieved 
with  much  greater  speed  than  most  people  believed  possible.  He  based  this 
stateraent  on  experiences  gained  through  the  war  training  program  v^hich  he  dir- 
ects at  Illinois  Tech a  program  which  has  trained  26,000  teclinicians  for  v;ar 

industry,  22,000  of  them  since  Pearl  Harbor. 

"We  have  also  learned  that  technical  work  in  v/ar  industry  is  a 
women's  field  as  v/ell  as  men's,"  said  Prof.  Yellott.  His  program  has  already 
trained  more  than  800  v/omen  for  teclinical  jobs  in  war  industry  in  the  Chicago 
area. 

He  emphasized  that  the  job  of  the  schools  today  was  to  do  their 
utmost  in  v/inning  the  war. 

But  Prof.  Yellott  feels  that  the  technical  training  that  will 
be  given  will  be  of  utmost  importance  in  the  days  to  follow. 

.'       "?'e  must  be  ready  for  what  is  to  come  after  the  war,"  he  de- 
clared.  "The  technical  advances  of  the  past  century  are  but  an  introduction  to 
the  future.  Both  men  and  women  must  be  teclinically  prepared  to  grasp  the  sig- 
nificance of  these  adv£.nces  and  to  use  them  intelligently. 

"In  view  of  these  facts,  the  job  of  the  school  is  going  to  in- 
crease in  importance  rather  than  decrease  because  everyone  must  be  given  some 

technical  rating.  Physical  frontiers  have  been  eliminated the  airplane  has 

conquered  space)  radio,  time the  frontier  before  us  is  the  mind." 
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Illinois  Institute  of  Technology'  s  svdmm.ing  team  will  be 
hosts  to  the  Navy  Pier  tankers  at  8  p.m.  Frideiy  night  at  the  Ida  Noyes  pool, 
1212  East  59th  Street,  in  a   match  that  ivill  be  the  college  finale  for  two  mem- 
bers of  Illinois  Tech's  unbeaten  relay  team.

Is  one  of  seven  "pioneer"  women  to  complete  an  experimental  course 
in  metallurgical  techniques  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 
She  and  the  other  trainees  were  specially  selected,  to  take  the 
course* 

Since  they  finished  their  course  in  December, 
the  women  have  been  working  in  war  industry.  The  course  is  a 
regular  part  of  Illinois  Tech's  war-training  curriculum  for  women 
now,  being  offered  regularly  as  a  full-time  course, 

and  the  six  other  members 
of  the  class  went  to  school  eight  hours  a  day,  five  days  a  week, 
in  their  intensive  study  to  become  metallographers , 

They  studied  metallTorgy  and  metallography, 
learning  the  structure  of  metals  and  how  to  observe  and  photograph 
them.  In  addition,  they  were  taught  to  interpret  engineering  draw- 
ings and  blueprints.  They  reviewed  mathematics  and  tested  metals, 
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Only  requirements  the  women  had  to  meet  were 
high  school  graduation  with  some  training  in  general  science  and 
chemistry.  Those  with  college  physics  also  studied  the  theory  of 
X-Ray  testing. 

When  and  the  other 

six  women  began  the  course,  no  one  knev/  for  certain  how  industry 
would  accept  women  entering  a  new  field.  But  they  v;ere  more  than 
welcome.  Each  woman  had  her  choice  of  an  average  of  three  jobs, 
and  the  women  average  $150  per  month  in  salary; 

paid  no  tuition  to 
take  the  course*   Like  all  of  Illinois  Tech's  war  courses,  it  is 
free»  costs  being  paid  by  the  United  States  government,  under 
•Gil©  Engineering,  Science  and  Management  War  Training  program,.

First  section  of  the  "Engineering  Fundamentals  for  Women" 
will  begin  Monday,  Feb.  8,  at  Illinois  Tech.  Students  will  go  to  school  on  a 
full-time  basis,  studying  eight  hours  a  day,  five  days  a  week,  for  the  eight 
weeks.  New  sections  of  the  course  will  be  organized  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Five  subjects  are  covered  in  the  320-hour  course.  They  in- 
clude engineering  computations  and  problems,  engineering  drawing,  elementary 
mechanics  of  materials,  surveying,  and  shop  processes  and  methods. 

Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  theory  and  practice  of  engin- 
eering drawing  and  on  mechanics  of  materials.  The  women  will  learn  to  use  in- 
struments and  materials  of  drafting  in  their  drawing  work.  They  study  strews, 
strain,  elasticity  and  related,  subjects  in  mechanics  of  materials. 

In  engineering  computations  and  problems,  the  women  learn 
mathematics  and  the  use  of  computing  instruments.  In  surveying,  they  make  com- 
putations and  are  taught  methods  of  plotting  and  mapping.  Shop  processes  and 
methods  deal  with  the  manufacture  of  metals  and  the  use  of  machines. 

Lectures  in  the  course  are  supplemented  by  films  and  slides. 
Women  can  apply  for  admission  to  the  engineering  course  through  the  War  Training 
for  Women  Office,  Room  211,  on  Illinois  Tech's  T/est  campus,  1951  West  Madison 
Street.

Even  a  technologist  has  a  love  of  good  music. 

Ample  evidence  of  this  fact  will  be  offered  next  Thursday 
night  (Feb.  4-)  v:hen  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  presents  its  musical  clubs 
in  their  annual  concert  at  the  Goodjnan  Theater. 

Usually  a  spring  event,  the  concert  has  been  moved  up  to  the 

i 

February  date  in  accordance  with  the  war-time  accelerated  program  at  Illinois 
Tech  v;hich  has  eliminated  vacations  and  put  school  on  a  full-year  basis.  The 
concert,  which  will  begin  at  8;30  p.m.,  will  coincide  with  all  other  senior 
activities  at  Illinois  Tech,  as  commencement  v;ill  be  held  this  week  nearly  five 
months  ahead  of  schedule. 

Some  might  assume  that  music  would  be  forgotten  at  Illinois 
Tech,  the  nation's  largest  engineering  college,  for  matters  technical  and  scien- 
tific. Particularly  one  might  expect  this  to  be  true  under  the  pressure  of  a 
vjar-time  accelerated  program. 

But  0.  Gordon  Erickson,  noted  Chicago  musician  who  has  spon- 
sored and  directed  the  musical  clubs  for  the  past  12  years,  will  present  more 
than  150  youths  in  concert  Thursday  night  v^hose  performance  will  belie  any  such 
assumptions. 

Voices  of  80  engineers said  by  the  !Yar  Manpower  Commission 

to  be  one  of  the  most  vital  groups  in  America in  the  men's  glee  club  will 
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introduce  an  original  selection  by  the  director,  Mr.  Erickson,  c.s  one  of  the 
highlights  of  the  concert. 

A  milita.ry  marching  song,  "FrOi'n  the  Four  Ways  ?Je're  Coming," 
it  v/as  written  in  late  November  by  Mr.  Erickson  as  a  special  number  for  his  en- 
gineers, v-'ho  despite  an  average  of  35  to  AO   hours  a  v/eek  in  class  still  find  time 
for  music.  It  is  but  one  of  several  selections  he  has  vjritten  for  the  men's 
glee  club  in  the  last  12  years. 

Nearly  a  fourth  of  the  group  introducing  the  song,  19  senior 
boys,  vdll  be  making  their  last  appearance  for  Illinois  Tech  before  going  into 
war  industry  or  the  armed  services. 

A  mixture  of  brilliant  lighting  effects,  an  appropriate  fea- 
ture of  a  concert  by  an  engineering  school,  will  also  highlight  the  concert. 
A  hobby  of  Director  Erickson,  unusual  lighting  effects  have  come  to  be  a  dis- 
tinguishing characteristic  of  the  annual  concerts. 

The  program  tu  be  presented  vfill  include  both  classical  and 
semi-classical  selections.   In  addition  to  the  men's  glee  club,  other  groups  to 
be  featured  'will  be  a  mixed  chorus  of  more  than  100  voices  and  an  orchestra  of 
50  pieces.  The  orchestra  and  the  glee  clubs  will  each  present  three  individual 
groups  of  numbers  and  v;ill  present  tvro  joint  groups  of  selections. 
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I  John  C.  Penn,  professoi-  of  civil  engineering  at  Illinois 

Institute  of  Technology,  will  be  one  of  ten  men  to  lead  discussions  at  the  58th 
annual  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Society  of  Engineers  in  Decatur  Friday  and  Satur- 
day (Jan  29  and  30). 

Prof.  Penn  will  preside  Saturday  morning  at  a  sectional 
meeting  devoted  to  surveying  and  city  planning.  The  theme  of  the  annual  meeting 
will  be  "Will  it  Win  the  Ffar."  The  convention  this  year  has  been  streamlined  to 
conform  v/ith  war  restrictionsj  the  group  will  meet  for  two  days  instead  of  the 
usual  three. 
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1  Illinois  Tech's  hockey  team  will  open  its  fourth  season  of  in- 

formal intercollegiate  competition  in  a  match  with  the  University  of  Chicago  at 
8  p.m.  Friday  (Jan.  29)  at  Stagg  Field,  56th  and  Ellis  streets.  For  four  of  the 
Techawks  the  match  will  mark  their  finale  in  college  hockey  playing.

i  Against  Chicago,  which  last  year  defeated  the  engineers  in  two 

of  the  three  matches,  the  Techawks  will  be  all  out  for  victory  to  climax  the 
hockey  careers  of  four  of  their  team  members. 

The  four  Illinois  Tech  players  who  will  see  their  last  colleg- 
iate competition  have  been  the  key  boosters  of  a  sport  which  even  in  its  own 
school  has  been  formally  recognized  only  the  past  two  years.  Through  their  ef- 
fort, the  teeun  which  organized  as  a  group  of  boys  who  wanted  to  play  the  game 
now  boasts  a  membership  of  15  boys,  excellent  hockey  equipment,  and  a  new  rink. 

I  William  Watson,  co-captain  who  has  been  the  instrumental  cog

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Five  engineering  scholarships  with  an  aggregate  value  of  $1500 
have  been  presented  to  five  high  school  seniors  of  the  Chicago  area,  it  was  an- 
nounced today  by  President  Henry  T.  Heald  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

The  five  seniors,  four  from  Chicago  high  schools  and  the  other 
from  Riverside,  will  receive  avfards  valued  at  <.'300  each  covering  tuition  for  their 
freshman  year  at  Illinois  Tech.   The  five  ranked  highest  in  competitive  examina- 
tions, v/ritten  and  oral,  over  57  other  candidates. 

Annual  awards,  the  Illinois  Tech  freshman  scholarships  are  pre- 
sented to  five  seniors  who  graduate  from  high  school  in  January  and  to  10  who  com- 
plete their  work  in  June.  > 

Winners  of  the  19^3  midyear  awards  are  all  top  honor  students 
at  their  respective  high  schools.  Two  are  from  Tilden  Technical  High  School,  and 
one  of  these  two,  Robert  P.  Knapp,  v;as  the  top  man  also  in  the  Illinois  Tech  com- 
petition. 

The  five  boys  to  receive  scholarships  and  the  schools  they  are 
now  attending  are  as  follovrs:  Clarence  G.  Bergstrora,  6215  South  Laflin  Street, 
Lindblom  High  School]  Robert  P.  Knapp,  1312  West  72nd  Place, !

At  the  luncheon  the  trainees  will  be  presented  certificates 
of  graduation  by  Prof.  John  I.  Yellott,  director  of  war  training  at  Illinois 
Tech.  Prof.  J.  S.  Kozacka,  educational  supervisor  of  ordnance  inspection,  will 
preside. 

'     The  19  inspectors  v/ere  employed  by-  the  Chicago  Ordnance  Dis- 
trict while  they  took  their  full-time,  nine-vjeeks  training.   They  were  paid  at 
the  rate  of  $120  per  month  while  they  learned  and  go  to  v/ork  for  the  district 

immediately. 
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Illinois  Tech's  evening  school  has  gone  to  v.'ar. 

With  the  only  program  in  the  Chicago  t.rea  offering  a  com- 
plete engineering  curriculum  in  the  evening and  with  men  trained  in  engineer- 
ing called  by  the  Lar  Manpower  Commission  one  of  the  nation's  most  severe 

shortages Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  officials  are  announcing  several 

new  innovations  in  an  attempt  to  make  their  evening  school  peiiform  a  better  ser- 
vice for  industry  and  citizens  alike. 

Principal  developments  in  the  evening  program,  which  will  be- 
gin Feb.  8,  are  the  addition  of  20  new  war-time  credit  courses  and  the  sub- 
dividing of  a  limited  number  of  courses  into  eight-weeks  periods  for  the  conven- 
ience of  industry. 

Also  there  villi   be  included  in  the  evening  school  a  group  of 
ten  pre-induction  courses  v/hich  have  been  previously  announced. 

The  nev.'  war  courses  range  from  "War-Time  Manufacturing," 
Yfhich  will  include  discussion  of  how  to  get  war  business  and  priorities,  to 
"Feeding  the  Family  in  Far  Time,"  which  will  cover  all  of  the  housewife's 
problems  under  rationing. 

New  courses  designed  for  the  particular  benefit  of  industry 
at  war  include:  Wage  systems  and  job  rating;  labor  laws  and  regulations j 
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war-time  purchasing,  expediting  and  materiel  control^  office  managementj  and 
supervision  of  women. 

Other  courses,  which  ma^y  be  of  benefit  %o   industry,  but 
which  i-iii  have  a  general  appeal,  are:  Economics  of  war,  geography  of  war,  and 
sociology  of  Vifar. 

Aircraft  drafting  and  plastic  plywoods  are  two  courses  which 
are  typical  of  new  technical  offerings.  Others  include:  Blue  print  reading 
for  machine  industry^  practical  laboratory  technique^  and  corrosion. 

For  the  v/omen  at  war,  the  department  of  home  economics  will 
inaugurate  three  courses.  These  will  be:  Consumer  problems,  home  nursing  and 
sanitation)  and  feeding  the  family  in  war  time. 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  problems  of  the  svdng  shift,  over- 
time, etc.,  which  now  sometimes  make  it  impractical  to  sign  up  for  a  full  16- 
weeks  course,  three  courses  are  being  sub-divided  into  eight-weeks  units. 

These  courses  are:  Elementary  steam  power  plants,  machine 
tool  ?rork,  and  welding.   The  latter  two  v/ill  not  only  be  divided  into  eight- 
weeks  units;  they  ?;ill  also  be  offered  on  both  campuses.

"  The  ten  pre-induction  courses,  xvhich  will  be  compressed  into 

eight  weeks  so  that  men  facing  early  call  can  take  advantage  of  the  technical 
training,  are  designed  to  help  men  qualifjr  for  commissions,  special  and  tech- 
nical ratings. 
j^.  The  ten  courses  include:   Introduction  to  meteorology,  map 

reading,  milita.ry  German,  military  Japanese,  mathematics  of  navigation,  physics 
of  photography,  mathematics  refresher,  piloting  and  dead  reckoning,  celestial 
navi^'ation,  and  technical  and  military  English. 

In  a.ll,  15s  courses  will  be  included  in  the  spring  evening 

program  at  Illinois  Tech.  Registration  will  be  held  from  Feb.  2  to  Feb.  6. 
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A  saving  of  209,000  engineering  man  hours  for  the  nation's 
war  effort  v;ill  be  effected  Wednesday  (Feb.  3)  when  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology holds  its  19/+3  commencement  nearly  five  months  ahead  of  schedule. 

K  A  class  of  294  seniors 262  of  them,  or  approximately  89  per 

cent,  engineers will  be  graduated.   Tlie  Institute,  the  nation's  largest  engin- 
eering college,  sent  its  seniors  to  school  last  summer  to  make  their  services 

P 

available  earlier,  for  the  V/ar  Manpower  Commission  brands  engineers  as  one  of  the 

most  severe  manpower  shortages. 

The  graduation  exercises  will  be  held  at  8;15  p.m.  Wednesday 
at  Orchestra  Hall. 

Wilfred  Sykes,  president  of  Inland  Steel,  will  deliver  the 
commencement  address.  Ke  v;ill  speak  on  the  subject,  "Beyond  the  War  Lies  the 
Peace." 

Folloviring  his  address,  Sykes  will  be  honored  for  his  indus- 
trial achievement,  as  the  Institute  will  confer  upon  him  the  honorary  degree  of 
doctor  of  engineering.  James  D.  Cunningham,  president  of  Illinois  Tech's  board 
of  trustees  and  president  of  Republic  Flow  Meters,  will  present  the  degree. 

Dr.  Henry  T.  Heald,  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, v/ill  confer  the  degrees  and  honors  upon  the  class.   The  1943  seniors  to 
be  graduated  from  Illinois  Tech  represent  the  last  class  ?;hich  entered  Armour  and 
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Lewis  institutes,  the  two  Chicago  schools  which  merged  in  1940  to  form  the  Insti- 
tute .

Such  is  the  group  of  91  men  who  have  gone  back  to  college  for 
the  past  ten  weeks  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology.   Tomorrow  (Saturday, 
Jan.  30)  they  complete  their  course  in  Fundamentals  of  Industrial  Engineering 
and  vi?ill  receive  certificates  in  recognition  of  this  work  at  graduation  exer- 
cises at  the  Union  League  Club,  65  Fest  Jackson. 

Industrial  "prisoners  of  war,"  these  men  are  peace-time  "white 
collar"  men  who  have  returned  to  school  to  train  their  talents  for  v;ar  industry. 
Successful  peace-time  business  men,  they  might  have  become  forgotten  men  of  the 
war  because  of  priorities,  rationing  or  other  restrictions  had  they  not  been 
willing  to  put  their  v;hole~hearted  effort  into  training  for  war  work. 

Like  the  officers'  training  schools  of  the  armed  forces,  this 

school  has  taken  peace-time  talents  and  adapted  them  for  vvar-time  leadership 

but  this  time  for  supervisory  positions  in  war  industry.  The  men  have  already 
been  putting  their  all  into  the  war,  for  during  the  ten  vjeeks  of  the  course, 
they  have  been  going  to  school  from  2  p.m.  to  10  p.m.  each  weekday,  while

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working  mornings  at  their  peace-time  jobs. 
m  Lavryers   outnumber  all  other  groups  in  this  class,  the  third 

,  such  group  to  be  trained  at  Illinois  Tech.  There  are  27  barristers  ready  to 
turn  technicians. 

Salesmen,  v/ho  have  led  in  the  tv^o  previous  "white  collar" 
classes,  are  second  v/ith  IS.  Fifteen  Vvere  managers  of  various  types  of  pes.ce- 
tirae  business.   Six  are  real  estate  men,  and  there  are  three  accountants  and 
three  sales  engineers.  Ti^o  were  clerks,  and  two  contractors. 

A  president  of  a  large  and  nationally  knovm  travel  service  is 
included  in  the  group.  So  is  a  theater  manager.  Other  occupations  represented 
include  one  each  of  a:  maintenance  man,  optometrist,  claim  adjuster,  chauffeur, 
personnel  man,  motorraan  and  insurance  man. 

Ten  of  the  91  men  make  more  than  .$10,000  per  year.   Top  salary 
of  the  group  is  v'12,000  per  year.

However,  tonight  (Thursday,  Feb.  4-)  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  v/ill  hold  graduation  ceremonies  for  a  group  of  72  Chicagoans  who  have 
spent  the  last  16  weeks  studying  synthetic  rubber  and  learning  all  they  could 
about  this  important  oc'iimodity.

So  it  has  been  for  353  foremen  from  84  Chicago  \mr  industries, 
as  they  are  now  completing  a.  special  evening  course  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology. The  course  was  designed  to  help  them  meet  problems  of  war-time  production 
and  supervision 

These  "bosses"  who  went  back  to  school  to  become  better  fore- 
men Yfill  be  honored  at  graduation  ceremonies  at  8  p.m.

"Consumer  Problems"  v/iill  be  offered  in  the  evenings.  Both  will  consider  the  war- 
time problem  of  civilians'  sharing  of  scarce  comraodities  and  will  emphasize  the 
point  system.

"Consumer  Problems"  will  consider  the  broader  subject  of  all 
rationing.

The  safety  training  program  v/as  instituted  in  194-1  by  President 
Roosevelt  when  he  named  the  national  coram.ittee  for  the  conservation  of  manpower 
in  war  industries.  Principal  activity  is  this  training  program,  and  last  year 
Illinois  Tech  trained  one-fourth  of  the  national  total  in  the  program.

Sixty- tliree  free  war  courses  will  be  offered  at  Illinois  In- 
stitute of  Technology  in  its  spring  evening  war  training  program,  it  was  announced 
today  by  Dr.  Henry  T.  Heald,  president  of  the  Institute. 

"Fathers  who  are  in  non-essential  v/ork  and  v;ho  want  to  pre- 
pare for  a  v;ar  job  will  be  particularly  v^elcome,"  said  Dr.  Heald. 

In  all 5  approximately  4-000  persons  in  the  Chicago  area  will 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  prepare  to  go  to  war  on  the  "third  front"  through  the 
courses.  Purpose  of  the  war  training  program,  costs  of  which  are  paid  by  the 
U.  S.  Office  of  Education,  is  to  train  technical  personnel  for  vjar  industry  or  to 
train  men  and  women  already  in  war  Indus trjr  for  upgrading. 

Registration  for  these  war  courses  will  be  held  every  evening 
this  week,  from  Monday  through  Friday  (Feb.  8  to  12),  in  Illinois  Tech's  Student 
Union  building,  4-5  West  33rd  Street.  Hours  for  registration  will  be  from  7  p.m. 
to  9  p.m.,  and  all  applicants  desiring  free  training  must  appear  in  person  to  be 
considered. 

President  Heald  warned  that  the  enrollment  would  be  limited 
to  approximately  4-000  and  that  this  v/eek  would  be  the  only  time  to  register  for 
the  courses.

The  new  program  vdll  be  the  seventh  group  of  free  evening  classes  offered  by 
-Illinois  Tech,  and  its  twenty-second  war  training  program. 

This  record  makes  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  war 
training  program  the  largest  in  a  single  city  in  the  nation  and  also  the  largest 
at  any  privately  operated  college.   Its  fr-ee  Vitar  courses  run  the  gamut  from  syn- 
thetic rubber  to  micro-wave  teclmiques.

Dr.  L.  £.  Grinter,  dean  of  the  graduate  school  and  vice- 
president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  has  been  appointed  consultant  to 
the  bureau  of  training  of  tlie  War  Manpower  Commission. 

Helping  to  alleviate  the  shortage  of  technical  manpovi'er  and 
to  see  that  the  \'dsest  use  is  made  of  such  teclinical  personnel  as  is  available 
are  the  problems  assigned  to  Dr.  Grinter  by  the  Commission.

"Most  of  the  Argentine  people perhaps  85  per  cent are 

strongly  sympathetic  to  the  Allied  cause,"  declared  Dr.  Francis  W.  Godwin,  assis- 
tant director  of  the  Ai'iaour  Research  Foundation,  in  a  talk  before  the  Altrusa 
Club  of  Chicago  Monday  night  (Feb.  15)  at  the  Chicago  Women's  Club. 

"The  government,"  he  stated,  "represents  a  distinct  minority 

opinion  at  present,  but  the  people  want  peace tind  they  prefer  to  avoid  another 

revolution  by   letting  this  opinion  prevail." 

Dr.  Godwin  spoke  to  the  club  from  his  experiences  after 
nearly  a  year  spent  in  an  industrial  survey  of  Argentina.   The  Research  Rounda- 
tion,  which  is  located  at  and  affiliated  with  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
was  commissioned  last  February  to  malce  this  survey  for  the  Argentine  Trade  Pro- 
motion Corporation,  the  first  such  survey  ever  made. 

Dr.  Godwin  v;as  director  of  the  field  party  sent  to  Argentina 
to  maice  the  survey.  Ke  has  just  returned  to  the  United  States. 

"The  Argentine  press  is  also  pro- Ally,"  Dr.  Godwin  reports, 
"but  it  is  handicapped  because  it  is  operating  under  government  censorship." 

"Dispatches  of  our  oim   foreign  correspondents  are  also  cen- 
sored," he  said,  "the  orders  being  that  there  shall  be  no  news  of  startling 
character . "

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FIRST  ADD  GODWIN  SPEECH 


The  research  executive  pointed  out  the  fallacy  of  the  claim 
that  the  United  States  does  not  buy  enough  from  Argentina  to  maintain  good  rela- 
tions. The  United  States,  he  said,  has  for  years  been  Argentina's  second-best 
customer,  with  Britain  the  overall  leader. 

"The  misleading  claims  are  based  chiefly  upon  our  non-purchase 
of  Argentine  meat  and  perhaps  grain,  comraodities  which  are  of  utmost  importance 
to  the  non- industrial  faction,"  he  explained. 

Thoroughness  of  Dr.  Godwin's  survey  of  Argentina  is  reflected 
in  the  fact  that  when  he  had  completed  his  work  government  officials  in  Buenos 
Aires  said  of  him,  "He  has  seen  more  of  Argentina  than  any  Argentinean."  The 
press  of  Argentina  also  lauded  Dr.  Godwin  as  "that  brave  man"  because  he  studied 
first-hand  parts  of  Argentina  not  normally  visited. 

"A  better  understanding  between  the  United  States  and  Argen- 
tina is  being  created  by  exchange  students,"  said  Dr.  Godwin,  "but  there  are 
still  not  enough  of  them  in  the  sciences." 

"More  than  anything  else  Argentina  needs  and  wants  modern 
technology,  both  in  her  schools  and  in  her  industries,"  he  stated  in  concluding 
his  remarks  on  the  "Argentine  People,"  the  subject  of  his  address.

The  fellowship  stipend  for  students  of  the  Institute  of  Gas 
Technology  in  Chicago  has  been  increased  in  recognition  of  the  increased  living 
costs  of  these  abnormal  tiiiies,  it  has  been  announced  by  Dr.  Lincoln  R.  Thiesrneyer, 
educational  director  of  the  Institute, 

The  stipend  no¥\r  totals  <h-1135  for  the  academic  year  of  nine 
months  instead  of  the  usual  vlOOO,  The  monthly  allowance  has  been  increased  from 
s/75  to  ^90  for  this  year  and  for  the  immediate  future.  In  addition,  the  fellow- 
ship stipend  includes  |)325  for  tuition  and  fees. 

This  action  v^as  taken  recently  when  the  Gas  Institute's  Board 
of  Trustees,  through  their  executive  committee,  voted  to  grant  this  additional 
allowance . 

The  executive  committee  also  decided  that  the  summer  expense 
allowance  for  fellows  should  be  increased  from  $125  to  ^L+O  a  month  during  this 
period  of  greater  living  costs.   This  allowance  is  given  during  the  fellov,'s'  three 
months  of  summer  training  in  the  gas  industry,  which  is  a  required  part  of  the 
Gas  Institute's  training  program. 

Each  academic  year  of  nine  months  is  spent  by  the  fellov;  study- 
ing at  the  Institute  of  Gas  Teclinology,  which  is  located  at  and  affiliated  with

spent  in  "practical  laboratory  work"  in  the  gas  industry.  Here  the  fellows  ac- 
quire genuine  orientation  in  various  phases  of  the  industry' s  operations  and  learn 
useful  applications  of  the  theories  and  techniques  acquired -in  the  clc.ssroom. 

"The  students  do  not  consider  this  ^i-MO  per  month  as  a  salary 
to  be  compared  with  that  commanded  hy   excellent  young  technical  men  of  their  exper- 
ience," explc.ined  Dr.  Thiesmeyer,  "because  they  recognize  that  the  employing  com- 
pany is  contributing  invaluable  training  as  well.   Tlie  contribution  of  each  em- 
ploying company  to  the  student-truinee  is  rather  to  cover  his  expenses  in  under- 
talcing  this  phase  of  the  course. 

"In  even  accepting  o.  fellowship  for  graduate  study  at  this 
time,  the  student  has  sacrificed  temporary  financial  gain  in  order  to  make  him- 
self of  greater  usefulness  to  the  gas  industry  in  the  future." 

The  educational  director  also  pointed  out  that  it  has  been 
custome.ry  for  the  employing  companies  that  help  in  this  training  program  to  cover 
traveling  expenses  (in  excess  of  500  miles)  to  the  summer  job  and  then  to  the  In- 
stitute in  September. 

"In  effecting  these  financial  readjustments,  the  gas  industry 
expresses  again  its  confidence  that  a  substantial  investment  in  these  promising 
young  men  ?;ill  return  high  dividends  when  they  become  a  permanent  part  of  its 
operating  personnel,"  said  Dr.  Thiesmeyer. 

"Student  fellov^s  of  the  Gas  Institute  are  topnotch  men  v;ho 
have  been  awarded  one  of  the  best  fellowships  in  the  country.  It  is  designed  to 
cover  completely  their  tuition,  laboratory  fees  and  modest  living  expenses.  Un- 
like many  scholarships  and  fellowships  this  is  not  granted  in  exchange  for  ser- 
vices rendered  by  the  student  in  instructional  or  laboratory  assisting.   Except 
for  the  work  he  is  now  doing  on  research  projects  of  militc_ry  significance  as  a

A  preliminary  check-up  on  second  semester  enrollment  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  reveals  a.  loss  of  only  572  students,  Dean 
Linton  E.  Grinter  ha.s  announced. 

Seventeen  hundred  and  forty-nine  students  were  registered 
for  regular  college  classes  on  the  first  day  of  the  spring  semester  last  week. 
Actually  this  repre.'3ents  a  drop  of  866  students  from  the  fall  enrollment,  v?hich 
set  a  new  all-time  high  for  the  Institute,  but  included  in  the  drop  are  294  sen- 
iors who  were  graduated  on  Feb.  3  in  a  Vi?ar-time  accelerated  commencement  and  so 
are  not  on  hand  for  the  second  semester. 

A  comparison  of  the  194-3  figures  v.dth  comparable  figures  for 
the  second  semester  last  year  indicates  a  loss  of  only  290  students.

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"More  modern  technology  is  what  Argentina  needs  and  wants  more 
than  anything  else,"  Dr,  Francis  F.  Godv/in,  assistant  director  of  the  Ariiiour  Re- 
search Foundation,  said  in  an  address  Friday  night.  . 

He  spoke  ut  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Chicago  Section  of  the 
Ainerican  Ceramics  Society  and  the  Chicago.  District  Enamelers'  Club.  His  topic 
was  "An  Engineer  Looks  at  Argentina."  The  tv;o  groups  held  a  dinner  meeting  at 
the  Electric  Club,  20  Nortli  Vfecker  Drive. 

"Technical  studies  are  increasing,"  he  said,  but  in  these 
there  is  emphasis  on  the  theoretical  side.  Practical  scientific  study  has 
hardly  begun . " 

Dr.  Godv;in  has  just  returned  from  Argentina  after  directing 
an  industrial  survey  of  the  country.  The  Research  Foundation,  which  is  located 
at  and  affiliated  \7ith  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Wc.s  commissioned  last 
February  to  make  the  survey.   The  field  party  spent  nearly  a  year  in  Argentina. 

Pointing  out  the  need  for  modern  technology.  Dr.  Godwin  ex- 
plained that  Argentina  has  a  vast  quantity  of  unexplored  and  unexploited  natural 
wealth.  For  example,  he  revealed  that  in  the  chemical  industry  alone  the  irork  of 
the  field  party  had  uncovered  more  than  8Q,000  tons  of  shipping  -which  can  be 
made  annually. 

Colored  motion  pictures  taken  in  Argentina,  illustrated  his

With  an  adddtional  enrollraent  of  more  than  400  expected  to 
register  March  5  for  industrial  safety,  officials  at  Illinois  Tech  estimate  an 
over-all  registration  of  more  than  4-800. 

flegistration  for  the  seventh  program  of  evening  war  classes

exceeds  by  113  students  the  record  of  4287  students  registered  last  spring. 
Since  Pearl  Harbor  more  than  22,000  persons  have  enrolled  in  the  program.  More 
than  26,000  have  been  trained  since  the  inception  of  the  program  at  the  beginning 
of  1941,  v;hich  makes  Illinois  Tech's  program  the  largest  such  program  in  a  single 
city  and  the  largest  in  a  privately-operatsd  school  in  the  nation.

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The  traditional  college  calendar  became  a  war  casualty  this  afternoon 
when  members  of  the  faculty  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  the  nation's 
largest  engineering  college,  voted  to  place  their  college  on  a  war-time  schedule. 
President  Henry  T,  Heald  of  the  Institute  announced  approval  of  the  decision 
and  the  details  of  the  new  plan. 

The  old  idea  of  opening  the  school  year  in  September,  one  which  has 
prevailed  in  American  education  for  time  immemorial,  was  forgotten  in  the 
election. 

Under  the  plan  adopted  by  the  Illinois  Tech  faculty,  each  school 
year  will  start  about  July  1,  the  next  semester  will  begin  about  rioveraber  1, 
and  a  third  will  follow  about  i»iarch  1. 

The  new  war  calendar  adopted  today  b;^  Illinois  Tech  featiu"es  full- 
year,  around-the-calendar  study.  Instead  of  the  traditional  two  semesters  plus 
a  short  summer  terra,  it  substitutes  three  ly-week  terms.  Vacations  will  be 
limited  to  a  i^eek   between  terms  and  another  week  to  be  divided  between  the 
usual  holidays  such  as  Thanksgiving,  Christmas  and  Easter. 

In  adopting  the  new  Far  calendar,  the  Illinois  Tech  faculty  took 
into  consideration  the  high  school  seniors  who  will  be  finishing  this  June. 
The  start  of  the  new  school  year  was  postponed  until  July  1,  so  that  194-3 
seniors  would  be  able  to  begin  their  college  study  at  this  time.  Chicago's 
high  schools  will  graduate  about  June  25. 

Normally  a  high  school  senior  ^A'aited  until  September  to  enroll  in 
college;  now  he  will  have  to  wait  but  a  week  or  so  to  enroll  at  Illinois  Tech.

IJiirnose  of  the  action  hy   the  -Lllinois  Tech  faculty  was  to  synchronise 
its  regular  educational  program  with  the  engineering  training  program  it  will 
conduct  for  the  i^iavy.  The  wavy  is  scheduled  to  send  a  group  of  men  to  Illinois 
Tech  for  engineering  training  about  July  1,  1943,  and  these  men  rill  likewise 
study  on  a  round-the-calendar,  l6-week  term  basis. 

Illinois  Tech  has  likewise  been  selected  to  train  entineers  for  the 
Army,  but  opening  date  of  this  program  is  not  known.  Also  the  Army  program 
will  be  conducted  in  12-week  units. 

President  ^eald  emphasized  that  the  new  war-time  calendar  will  enable 
the  Institute  to  serve  better  the  needs  of  war  industry.  Engineers,  called  by 
the  War  Manpower  Commission,  one  of  the  nation's  most  severe  manpower  shortages, 
could  be  trained  in  about  two  and  one-half  years  instead  of  the  usiial  four. 

President  Heald  also  pointed  out  that  though  the  Institute  will  be 
training  engineers  for  both  the  Amy  and  iMay,'-  it  is  continuing  its  regular 
educational  program  for  the  benefit  of  industry  and  noted  that  this  nev;  action 
emphasizes  its  determination  to  help  nieet  the  needs  of  industr;r  for  engineers.

Under  this  plan,  similar  to  that  in 
operation  at  most  colleges  today,  certain  students  went  to  school  the  year 
round,  but  it  was  not  compulsorj^.  Also  some  holidays  were  eliminated,  but  the 
general  pattern  of  the  tradition  college  calendar,  the  fall  semester,  the  spring 
semester,  and  the  summer  term  remained  the  same. 

The  new  Illinois  Tech  plan  adopted  b'  the  faculty  today  is  a  far  cry 
from  this.  It  does  make  year-round  schooling  compulsory,  and,  as  far  as  is 
known,  it  is  the  first  program  to  junk  completely  the  traditional  college 
calendar.

A  record-breaking  field  i'or  the  15th  i-nnual  running  of  the 
Illinois  Tech  Relay  Gaines  appears  certain,  it  v^as  announced  today  by  John  J. 
Schommer,  director  of  athletics  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  who  conceived 
the  idea  of  the  Relays  in  1928. 

Thirty-one  teams,  10  universities  and  21  colleges,  have  in- 
dicated they  vdll  enter  the  meet,  he  revealed,  and  yet  the  Relays  are  still  two 
weeks  aviray  and  invitations  were  just  mailed  out  last  v/eek. 

The  large  number  of  early  entries  has  already  set  one  rec- 
ord. It  represents  far  more  entries  than  have  ever  been  received  this  far  in 
advance  of  the  meet.  Last  year,  when  37  teams  competed,  only  11  entries  had  been 
received  ten  days  in  advance  of  the  meet. 

The  194-3  edition  of  the  Illinois  Tech  Relays  is  scheduled 
for  Saturday,  March  13,  at  the  University  of  Chicago  Field  House. 

Gonzaga  University  of  Spokane,  \7ash.,  is  one  of  the  first 
schools  to  apply  in  the  1943  Relays,  and  this  sets  another  new  record  for  the 
Illinois  Tech  Games.

The   traditional  college  calendar  became  a  war  casualty  this 
eftemoon  when  members  of  tiie  faculty  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  tlie 
nation's  largest  engineering  college,  voted  to  place  their  college  on  a  war-time 
schedule.  President  Henry  T,  Heald  of  the  Institute  announced  approval  of  the 
decision  and  the  details  of  the  new  plan. 

The  old  idea  of  opening  the  school  year  in  September,  one  wJiich 
has  prevailed  in  imericaa  education  for  time  immemorial,  was  forgotten  in  the 
election* 

Under  the  pl&n  adopted  by  the  Illinois  Tech  faculty,  each  school 
year  will  start  about  July  1,  the  next  setaester  will  begin  about  November  1,  and  a 
third  will  follow  about  yiarch  1« 

The  new  vrar  calendar  adopted  today  bj  Illinois  Tech  features  full- 
year,  around-the-oalendar  study.  Instead  of  the  traditional  two  semesters  plus  a 
short  summer  term,  it  substitutes  three  lo-weeks  terms*  Vacations  will  be  limited 
to  a  week  between  tenns  and  another  week  to  be  divided  between  the  usual  holidays 
such  as  Thaiiksfiiving,  Chriatmas  aiid  Easter* 

In  adopting  the  new  war  calendar,  the  Illinoie  Tech  faculty  took 
into  consideration  the  hi.i:h  school  senicrs  who  will  bo  finishiixg.  this  June.  The 
start  of  the  new  school  year  was  postponed  until  July  1,  so  that  19-43  seniors  would 
be  able  to  begin  their  college  study  at  this  time*  Chicago's  high  schools  will 
graduate  about  June  25, 

Kormally  a  high  school  senior  waited  until  September  to  enroll 
in  collegej  now  he  will  have  to  Tfait  but  a  week  or  so  to  enroll  at  Illinois  Tech* 
The  first  semester  of  the  1943-«W.  school  year  at  Illinois  Tech  will  begin  Monday, 
June  28,  190. 
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Pur.>oso  of  tiie  action  by  the  Illinois  Tech  faculty  was  to  synchronize 
its  regular  edwcational  program  'siith  the  engineering  training  program  it  tjHI  c<mduct 
for  the  Havy,  The  Navj'  is  scheduled  to  send  a  group  of  men  to  Illinois  Tech  for  en- 
gineering training  about  July  1^  1943,  and  these  men  will  mceislBe  study  on  a  round- 
the-calendar,  l6-weeks  tena  Ixisis. 

Illinois  Tech  has  likewise  been  selected  to  train  engineers  for  the 
Aray,  but  o..>«iing  date  of  this  program  is  not  known,  Also  the  Anay  program  will  be 
conducted  in  12-week  units, 

Prtiaideiit  Heald  eaphasisced  that  the  new  war-time  calendar  will  enable 
the  Institute  to  serve  better  the  needs  of  war  industry,  Engineers,  called  by  the  War 
fcapower  Commission,  one  of  the  nation's  moat  severe  »j&.npower  shortages,  could  IJe 
trained  in  iibout  two  and  on€)-helf  years  issto&d  of  the  usual  fourt 

Preaideat  ?Ieiild  also  pointed  out  that  though  -tiie  Institute  will  be 
training  engineers  for  both  the  &rmy  and  llti.vy   it  is  continuing  its  regular  e&ieational 
program  for  the  betiefit  of  indystzy  and  noted  thtit  this  ne©  s<SH|$|^BK3€»!3pha sizes  its 
determination  to  help  meet  the  needs  of  industry  for  engineers, 

Iliiaois  Tech  had  aireaciy  been  operating  on  accelerated  protiKta 
^Ich  was  adopted  shortly  after  Pearl  Harbor,  Under  this  plan,  siiailar  to  tiiat  in 
operation  at  laost  colleges  today,  certain  students  went  to  school  the  year  round,  tut 
it  was  not  compulsory.  Also  s<»ae  holidays  were  eliminated,  but  the  general  pattern  of 
the  tradition  college  calendssr,  tlie  fall  seiaester,  th«^  spring,  semester,  artd  the  summer 
t«x^  remained  the  ssae. 

The  new  Illinois  Tech  plan  adopted  b^'  the  faculty  today  is  a  far  cry 
from  this.  It  does  make  year-round  schooling  compulivory,  and,  as  far  as  is  kiiown, 
it  is  the  first  xerogram  to  junk  completely  the  traditional  college  calendar,
